5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of 
any other officers or agents of the District. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Commit- 
tees, or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in re- 
lation to any subject embraced in this Warrant. 


8. To see if the District will vote to make any altera- 
tion in the amount of money required to be assessed for 
the ensuing year for the support of public schools and 
the payment of statutory obligations of the District, as 
determined by the School Board in its annual report.

To the School Board of Stratham, New Hampshire: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my fourth annual re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools. 


The school year 1951-1952 opened with the following 
personnel: 


Miss Edna Crane — Teacher of Grades 5-6. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Merrill — Teacher of Grades 3-4. 
Mrs. Hilda Barker — Teacher of Grades 1-2. 
Mrs. Eleanor Henry — Teacher of Music. 

Miss Mary Shea — School Nurse. 


The one change in the teaching staff was the replace- 
ment of Miss Nancy Carnegie by Miss Mary Shea as 
school nurse for the Supervisory Union. Miss Shea has 
had excellent training and experience and she is well 
qualified for the position. The above staff is very diligent 
in its efforts to provide good training for the boys and 
girls. 


Schools are what the citizens make them and the im- 
portance of good schools become more and more apparent 
with each passing year. The majority of people desire to 
have good schools for their children. They want their 
schools to be wholesome places for learning and growth. 
They want the surroundings to be safe, comfortable, clean 
and attractive. They wish their teachers to be competent 
instructors, but equally important, to be mature and cul- 
tured persons who understand children. They desire 
classes that are not too large, and classrooms with suit- 
able equipment and supplies.

Will he ignore petty 
criticisms that have no valid foundation in facts and 
help to create and maintain a constructive and helpful 
public opinion toward education in the community ? 


To insist on the best possible teachers? Will he give 
full support to the kind of salary schedule, job security, 
working conditions, and status in the community which 
will attract and hold the most competent teachers? 


To help pay for good schools’? Does he understand and 
expect that good schools cost money, and will he pay the 
taxes necessary to get them? 


It is only as affirmative answers are given to the above © 
questions, that communities can hope to maintain good 
schools. The citizens of Stratham have given affirmative 
answers by. providing the new Memorial School. The 
school has been in operation for about a year and the 
results are very gratifying. The building has proven to 
be functional and it has provided an opportunity for an 
improved program of education. 


During this year of operation the grounds have been 
greatly improved as areas for playgrounds, an audio-vis- 
ual education program has been started and a Type.A Hot 
Lunch program has been successfully introduced.

Lunch Committee deserve much credit for the time and 
effort that have been extended in launching this very 
worthwhile project. 


I would like to take this opportunity to commend the 
many organizations and individuals who have contributed 
so generously to the new school. This represents a very 
wholesome and cooperative attitude and has made the un- 
dertaking a community enterprise. 


Proper care of a new building is very important and I 
can report that Mr. Lamson Emery as janitor has been 
sincere in his efforts to keep the building neat and clean. 


I call your attention to the reports and tables which 
follow and I trust that these will be of interest to you. 


Again I wish to thank the citizens of Stratham, the 
members of the School Board, and the teachers for their 
fine cooperation and support.

January 1, 1951 - December 31, 1951 


In March, the school children received the tuberculosis 
patch test under the supervision of the New Hampshire 
Tuberculosis Association. There were no positive react- 
ors. 


A pre-school clinic was held in May at the new school. 
Members of the P. T. A. assisted with this clinic. It is 
hoped that in the future this will continue to be a part of 
the school health program. 


There was no formal dental clinic this year. The Red 
Cross contributed $15.00 and this sum was matched by 
Fedreal funds so that dental care for two children was 
provided. 


Along with the physical observation of the students a 
health education program was also conducted. Health edu- 
cation is the key to effective school and community ac- 
tion for improved health. 


Much group health education goes on informally in 
relation to day by day living at school. The teachers have 
cooperated with the school nurse in a variety of ways to 
help make each child health conscious. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the teach- 
ers, superintendent, school board, parents and friends who 
have cooperated so generously with the work of the 
school] nurse. It has been a pleasure to work with you.
